of w a r in K orea, probably will not 
go up m uch m ore 
before 
late 
winter. 
B ut in a rep o rt on the national 
food situation 
th e 
departm ent 
foresaw “reinforced pressure’’ on 
prices in the spring and declared: 
Supplies Increase 
“Accelerated consum er dem and 
for food, unless checked by anti­ 
m easures or other 
developm ents, could 
push 
food 
prices by m id -y e ar u p to and even 
above the record level of the sum ­ 
m er of 1948.” 
While food supplies som ew hat 
larger than this y e a r’s are 
e x ­ 
pected. the d ep a rtm en t said the 
increase likely w ill be sufficient 
to keep pace w ith g reater con­ 
sum er dem and for food. 
Several factors w ill contribute 
to this increased dem and, the d e­ 
partm ent said.

w ith the exception of butter. 
T he economic controls law p ass­ 
ed by Congress after the outbreak

prohibits

parity, w hichever is higher. P a r ­ 
ity is a com puted price declared 
by law’ to be fair to farm ers in r e ­ 
lation to prices they m ust pay for 
w h at they buy.

CHICAGO— At the time Sen. 
Estes Kefauver’s committee 
was 
stirring large headlines here and 
high-blown cops were 
candidly

Rifts, I took a little stroll through 
the middle of Capt. Tommy Har­ 
rison’s bailiwick. 
Capt. Harrison is the cop who 
confessed to a $32,000 gift from 
the late John J. Lynch, for serv­ 
ing as his bodyguard while Lynch 
was a large gun in a racing wire 
service.

boss of an area generally called 
Strip Row, a honkytonk 
section 
that is somewhat less savory than 
a sewer.

You can general­ 
ly place a horse bet, buy a deck 
of cocaine or a stick of marijuana 
as casually as a housewife buys a 
loaf of bread. 
Business As Usual 
You can get fed a mickey or 
beaten up with a ball bat or mug­ 
ged or rolled or shot. You can find 
any kind of prostitution or 
per­ 
version merely by 
loitering. It 
comes to you. The little charmer 
who braced me said 
that 
$20 
would buy her off for the rest of 
the evening—that sum represent­ 
ing her intake on phony drinks or 
colored water 
or 
diluted 
ver­ 
mouth. The barkeep touted me off 
of her. He was promoting another 
lass in whom he evidently had a 
commercial interest. 
Business proceeded 
as 
usual 
during the Kefauver blood bath, 
with Capt. Harrison, the district’s 
boss, .sizzling on the griller. 
The 
attitude is that even minor viola­ 
tors of law and order 
are 
con­ 
temptuously cavalier 
about 
the 
importance of the big scare-head 
revelations of ram pant sin. 
“Noise,” they say. 
“Newspaper 
talk. Campaign confusion. After 
the elections 
everything 
settles 
down again. Hooey. Reformers. 
Capt. Daniel A. Gilbert, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for sheriff, bland­ 
ly tells the crime committee how 
he lmasscd a fortune of $370,000 
en cop’s pay. And the committee 
tells him to come back later—after 
ejections—and fetch his records of 
financial transactions 
over 
the 
years. Both 
Capt. 
Gilbert 
and 
Capt. 
Harrison 
declared 
in 
a 
statement that they dearly 
love 
Chicago, which is certainly natur­ 
al. 
Boss Kelly Died 
At the end of the week, Chi­ 
cago’s long time political boss, Ed : 
Kelly died, inadvertently remov­ 
ing much of that heat from the in­ 
vestigation. As perennial mayor— 
1933 to 1947; as absolute boss, as 
Democratic 
committeeman; 
as 
king-mnker in national presiden­ 
tial elections—the 
old 
politico’s 
passage knocked Hie starch out of 
a splendiferous vote stealing plot 
headline, and the rest of the week 
end was devoted to eulogizing the 
grand old man. 
This is ever, or nearly always, 
the way with the sudden swoop* 
ot morality or political expediency 
that sporadically demand an air­ 
ing of evil. The air is thick with 
accusations 
and 
admissions. 
Threats are hurled and promises 
made. Sensation piles on 
sensa­ 
tion, until the ordinary citizen is 
giddy to the point of 
numbness, 
and he finally shrugs his should­ 
ers and forgets the whole business. 
So much underworld doubletalk 
flourished in Chicago last week 
that even the 
rather 
primmish 
Kefauver was referring to guns 
as gats and cannon. 
A wave of righteousness swept 
the city, but Rush street, and its 
Strip Row components went right 
on doing business, and the rich 
hoods went right on doing busi­ 
ness. 
And all the alarums and excur­ 
sions 
were 
suddenly 
washed 
away by the death of the old boss j 
who, perforce must have been in­ 
timately acquainted with every ( 
tacet of evil in Chicago’s wicked I 
political and criminal history.

Pittsburgh Fleet Plays 
Big Role In Ore Shipping 


Pittsburgh Steamship Co., oper­ 
ator of the largest fleet on the 
Great Lakes, has played a promi­ 
nent and colorful part during its 
half-century history in the saga 
of this greatest of inland w ater­ 
ways. 
In the years 1901 to 1949, the 
steamers wearing the familiar sil­ 
ver and black Pittsburgh insignia 
have transported 
the staggering 
total of three quarters of a billion 
tons of ore from the upper end 
of the lakes to the hungry furnaces 
at the lower lake ports. In those 
same 
years * additional 
vessels 
chartered by Pittsburgh Steamship 
Co., have moved another 305,000,- 
000 gross tons of ore. 
During this period, the total ore 
tonnage transported for United 
States Steel in Pittsburgh Steam 
ship and chartered vessels totalled 
well over a billion 
tons— 1,058,- 
211,000 gross tons, to be exact 
Pittsburgh Steamship is a U. S. 
Steel subsidiary. 
81 Ships in Fleet 
The company’s fleet ut present 
comprises 61 ships, of which nine 
date back to the original fleet in 
1901, when U. S. Steel was organ­ 
ized 
and 
Pittsburgh 
Steamship 
Company became its Great Lakes 
ore-carrying subsidiary. This fleet, 
it was announced recently, will be 
augmented by 
the addition 
of 
three new lakes giants to be built 
in time for the opening of the 1952 
season. 
The present fleet 
is 
consider­ 
ably smaller in number than the 
original Pittsburgh fleet, but it 
is considerably higher in tonnage. 
There were 112 units in the ori­ 
ginal fleet—69 steamers and 43 
barages, with a combined gross 
tonnage of 339,370. The registered 
gross tonnage of the present fleet 
of 61 steamers is 461,812. While 
the number of carrying units has 
decreased 45 percent, the 
gross 
tonnage has increased 36 percent. 
Pittsburgh Steamship Co. 
was 
organized in 1899 under the direc­ 
tion of a group headed by James 
ll. Hoyt of Cleveland. He was the 
first president, but was succeeded 
soon after by H. W. Oliver. Addi­ 
tions to the fleet were frequent in 
the period close to the turn of the 
century. The first 
four 
vessels 
were purchased from Lake Super­ 
ior Iron Company. 
In May 1901, shortly after D. M. 
Clemson succeeded Mr. Oliver as 
president, steps 
were 
taken 
to 
purchase the property and assets 
of five steamship lines; the Amer­ 
ican, Bessemer, National, Mutual, 
and Minnesota Steamship Com­ 
panies. 
By January, 1904, when Harry 
Coubly was named president of 
the Company, the fleet consisted 
of 71 steamers and 43 barges. In 
1924 A. F. Harvey succeeded Mr. 
Coulby as president, and he held 
the post until his retirement in 
1940, when A. H. 
Ferbert 
was 
elected to the office. He continued 
in that capacity until his death in 
May 1948, when Walter C. Hem­ 
ingway, present 
president, 
suc­ 
ceeded him. 
Made Many Records 
The story of Pittsburgh Steam­ 
ship is a long succession of “first” 
and 
interesting 
developments, 
such as mark the entire story of 
Great Lake shipping. In 1901 the 
largest ship on the lakes was the 
Pittsburgh fleet’s steamer James 
J. Hill, 
which 
had 
an 
overall 
length of 497 feet, 478 foot keel, 
52 foot beam, and a 30 foot depth. 
There were three sister ships of 
the same dimensions—the William 
Edenborn, the Isaac L. Ellwood, 
and John W. Gates—but the Hill’s 


registered gross 
tonnage—5,255 
ton, was greater than that of the 
others. 
All the ships in the 1901 fleet 
were equipped with section wood­ 
en hatch covers. The original fleet 
included 12 
of the 
picturesque 
whaleback steamers and 20 whale- 
back barges. These were the craft 
with the main underwater section 
of the hull square for stability, but 
with the stern tapered and the bow 
rising out of the water like a 
snout. These characteristics gave 
rise to the nicknames “pigboats” 
or “spoonbills.” 
From the early 
years 
to 
the 
present the story of the fleet is a 
continuous narrative of improve­ 
ment and replacement, additions 
and enlargement and always 
as 
new ships are built the governing 
factors have been, as they are now, 
the limitation of terminal facili­ 
ties, the capacity of the locks and 
the depth of water in the 
chan­ 
nels. 
In 1903 the Steamers Murphy 
and Shaw were added to the fleet. 
Four new and larger vessels of the 
Elbert H. Gray class were built in 
1905, with the beam increased to 
56 feet—and the first of the fleet 
to have steel telescopic leaf hat­ 
ches. Four of the 58 foot beam J. 
Pierpont Morgan class were built 
in 1906. These steamers with an 
overall length of 601 feet and one 
inch, were known as 
the 
“first 
600-footers on the Great Lakes.” 
“Ordinary Type” 
Fourteen more of the 600 foot, 
58 foot beam ships joined the fleet 
in the next few years, 
four 
in 
1907, two in 1909, five in 1910, 
and three in 1913. The first 60 foot 
beam ships in the Pittsburgh fleet 
were three built in 1907 for the 
Weston Transit Co. and purchased 
in 1911. The 
overall 
length 
of 
these, the 
steamers 
George 
C. 
Crawford, William J. Filbert and 
Francis B. House, was 605 feet 8 
inches. 
Prior to the Steamer William P. 
Palmer, in 1910 all 
lakes 
ships 
were 
known 
as 
the 
"ordinary 
type,” in which the frames were 
transverse. From 
1910 
to 
1917 
Pittsburgh Steamship built nine 
ships of the Isherwood type, in 
which the frames were longitudi­ 
nal. Included in these nine ships 
were the first 60 foot beam ships 
the D. G. Kerr, the D. M. Clem­ 
son, and the William McGonagle, 
built in 1916. Three more of the 
same dimensions were built the 
next year, and two more in 1923. 
Seven more vessels, with an over­ 
all length of 604 feet, were built 
between 1927 and 1930. 
In 1938 four ships—the John 
Hulst, Ralph H. Watson, Governor 
Miller and William A. Irvin, were 
built. These four, with an overall 
length of 611 feet and a 60 foot 
beam, were the first ore carriers 
on the Great Lakes to be equipped 
with marine turbines, which were 
of the double-reduction geared 
compound type. These four ships 
were the first of the fleet incor­ 
porating the through passage be­ 
low deck from one end of the ship 
to the other.

“Maritime” Ships 
In 1943 the “Maritime” ships, 
Sewell Avery, George A. Sloan, 
and Robert C. Stanley were con­ 
structed. These ships were 620 feet 
overall, with a 60 foot beam and 
35 foot depth. 
The ships in the fleet originally 
were 
equipped 
with 
magnetic 
compasses, which were subect to 
magnetic attraction, causing devia­ 
tion and variation. The improved 
gryo-compass, which always points 
to true north, was first installed 
on a Pittsburgh Steamship Co. ves­ 
sel in 1922, and by 1933 the entire 
fleet was equipped. 
Similarly, 
other 
navigational 
aids and safety features were in­ 
corporated in the fleet’s 
equip­ 
ment. For example, the first radio 
direction finder was installed on 
ships of the fleet in 1926 and with­ 
in a year all the fleet &as so equip­ 
ped. The same is true with radio­ 
telephones. The first was installed 
on a Pittsburgh vessel in 1937 and 
by 1942 every ship of the line was 
equipped. 
In 1946 
the first commercial 
radar set was installed aboard a 
Pittsburgh vessel and installation 
of this ultra-modern safety device 
continued steadily until, at the 
opening of the 1950 shipping sea­ 
son, every vessel of the line had 
radar. 
At present, all of the Pittsburgh 
vessels are coal-fired but at 
the 
close of 1950 shipping two of the 
carriers will be re-powered. The 
steamer Homer D. Williams will 
be 
turbo-geared 
with 
oil-fired 
boilers, and the steamer 
Eugene 
W. Pargny will be equipped with 
diesel gear drive. 
The three new members of the 
fleet, for which 
contracts 
were 
awarded in August 1950, will be 
647 feet in length and have a car­ 
go capacity of 18,000 gross tons. 
Their 16% mile speed under full 
load will permit a round trip be­ 
tween lower and upper lake ports 
such as Conneaut, Ohio and Du­ 
luth, in a little over 
five 
days. 
These new ships will have oil-fired 
boilers, and will be powered by 
geared turbines with 7,000 normal 
shaft horsepower. The vessels will 
have radar and all other of the 
most modern navigational aids. 
The cargo record for the fleet is 
held by the steamer Benjamin F. 
Fairless, which in 
August 
1947 
brought down an iron ore cargo of 
18,725 tons. The 
fleet’s 
banner 
year was 1943, when the total ore 
tonnage carried by Pittsburgh ves­ 
sels amounted to 25,280,000 tons. 
The 1948 total was 25,012,000 and 
to carry that tonnage the entire 
fleet traveled a total of 3,586,000 | 
miles.

WASHINGTON — H1) — H i g h 
registrations in many key north­ 
ern states and several in the south 
led state officials and party chair­ 
men today to predict a total vote 
on Nov. 7 of better than 42,000,000. 
That would be a record 
for a 
non-presidential election. 
These same sources, using offi­ 
cial registrations in a few and es­ 
timates in most states, place the 
number of persons eligible to vote 
this year at 69,954,478, a record. 
Michigan Has 1,800,000 
Their state-by-state vote fore­ 
cast, qualified in many instances 
and admittedly based on guesses in 
others, coifies out 42,235,632. The 
odd digits are clue to inclusion of 
the official vote of 237,632 cast, in 
Maine Sept. ll for house 
candi­ 
dates. 
Incidentally, the Maine vote for 
governor and House nominees ex­ 
ceeded those totals in the presi­ 
dential year of 1948, and came af­ 
ter what some party leaders said 
was a rallier apathetic cmpnign. 
Tho potential voter - eligibles— 
persons 21 and over—is estimated 
by the census bureau at 96.753,090 
as of July I. 1950. The actual vote 
is always far below this figure. 
In Michigan, it is estimated that 
3,600,000 persons are eligible to 
vote and that of these 
1.800,000 
will vote in the 1950 election. In 
the 1948 presidential year 2.109,- 
609 ballots were cast in Michigan 
while 1,664,008 voted in the 1946 
Congressional election. 
While the total 42.000,000 vote 
estimate sems high to many poli­ 
tical experts, the Democratic Na­ 
tional committee says unofficial­ 
ly it looks for a vote far above the 
previous mid-term record of 37,- 
304,380 cast in 1938. if the turn­ 
out this year is normal in propor­ 
tion to population growth.

Oregon, a normally Republican 
state, this year has more Demo­ 
crats registered than Republicans 
for the first time, 378,357 to 361,—

Of the southern states, Florida

The mining shaft, buildings and

and Co. It is reported the shaft 
will be used to remove a body of 
ore, adjacent to the Eureka mine 
boundaries, which is more easilv 
accessible from the Eureka shaft. 
The Eureka shaft, 
reputed 
to 
have been one of the deepest in 
the world, was 3.501 
feet 
below 
the collar and the final operations, 
when abandoned, were carried on 
at and immediately above the 30th 
level, which is 3,502 feet below 
the shaft collar. 
The decision to close the mine 
when all the ore had been mined 


above the 30th lovely was reached 
after an extensive diamond dril­ 
ling program, indicated unfavor­ 
able prospects 
for 
more 
than 
1,000 feet below, according to com­ 
pany officials. 
The history of the Castile Min­ 
ing Co., extends back to August, 
1902. when it was organized for 
the purpose of acquiring an op­ 
tion for exploration on lands in 
Dickinson county, near Norway, 
Mich. 
Castile’s 
interests 
were 
transferred to the Gogebic range 
the following year, when explor­ 
ing options were obtained in the 
regions of the Castile and Meteor 
Mines, situated east of Wakefield. 
The record of the Eureka mine, 
as operated by the Castile Mining 
Co., dates back to early in 1905, 
when an exploring option was ta­ 
ken on it and tjpe adjoining pro­ 
perty known as the Asteroid, both 
situated at Ramsay.

The National Security Resourc­

page booklet this past 
weekend, 
plans to 
distribute

copies through local civil defense 
organizations. The goal: A copy in 
every American home. 
Unless you're right

I exploding bomb, the booklet says, 


I you can survive—if you keep your 
head. But you should know these 
“six survival secrets:” 
1—Try to get 
.shielded—in 
a 
basement or subway if you can, in 
a ditch or gutter if you have to. 
2—Drop flat on the ground 
or 
floor. 
3—Bury your face*in your arms. 
4—Don’t rush outside right af­ 
ter a bombing. 
5—Don’t take chances with' food 
or water in 
open 
containers. 
A 
can opener is one of the handiest 
things to have around. 
6—Don’t start rumors. One false 
move may start a panic that will 
cost you. life. 
Beyond these “survival secrets”, 
the new A-bomb defense manual 
gives a pretty complete course in 
atomic age living. 
“Startin 
right now,” 
it 
says, 
“you should go in for 
‘fireproof 
housekeeping.’ Don’t let trash pile 
up* around your house, and always 
keep it in covered containers.” 
Always Wear Hat 
Some other hints: 
If you work in the open, always 
w ear 
full-length, 
loose-fitting, 
light-colored clothes in 
time 
of 


emergency. Never go around with 
your sleeves rolled 
up. 
Always 
wear a hat—the brim may save 
you from a serious face burn. 
If you 
have 
walked 
through 
rubble from 
a ground 
burst oi 
water from an underwater burst, 
be sure to change at 
least 
your 
outer garments and shoes. 
If the 
clothing is heavily 
contaminated 
by radiation, bury it. You should 
also manage to take a 
bath 
or 
shower. 
Unless you are 
careful, 
some 
radioactivity is likely to be track­ 
ed in by pets. Keep your cat or 
dog indoors. Usually, radioactivity 
iast only a minute or so, though it 
can linger for minutes 
or 
even 
weeks. 
But the booklet says the danger 
from atomic radiation has 
been 
exaggerated—the big 
danger 
is 
from blast and burns. Even if you 
should 
get 
radiation 
sickness, 
there’s a good chance you will re­ 
cover in short: 
“ If you follow the pointers in 
this little booklet, you stand far 
better than even chance of 
sur­ 
vival.”
